Bar Hill - Bowling Green 


I feel that one of the greatest needs in our Village is a Bowling Green, and everyone I have spoken to over 
a long period favours such a project. A bowling green would provide a sports relaxation for all residents 
including the young, and the formation of such a desirable club could be affiliated to the existing Bar Hill 
Sports and Social Club. 

Some two years ago I made an approach to a Trust who were quite willing to support this Venture in so 
far that the cost of all the materials necessary to build a bowling green would be met from their cash resources, 
but of course they laid down stipulations which we would have to meet before the money was forthcoming; 
this I will go into at a later stage if we take a firm decision that we really want a bowling green. 

The Bar Hill Parish Council was approached regarding the proposal of such an idea and as to where it could 
be located. I am delighted to say that they were very positive in this regard but the actual site would have to 
be agreed by them. 

It is all very nice and desirable to have a bowling green but it is going to entail resident volunteers pitching 
in to get this off the ground, and this will be no mean task. Primarily, we will need a working committee to 
see this project off the ground in every facet of the building of the green and to thrash out in broad detail exactly 
what is required to meet the need of our residents. We already have a large number of resident bowlers who 
play for their various clubs throughout Cambridgeshire, and I feel sure they will lend their guidance to this 
project in their many capacities; in addition there are several who play indoor bowls in the school who I feel 
sure would be willing to pitch in.

Romanian Challenge Appeal 

I returned from Sinet in Romania just before the Easter weekend; here is a brief account as promised. 

Sinet is a small town very close to the Ukrainian border - horses and carts are as abundant as cars. The 
people have a slower pace of life. The water is on for two hours a day. 

The hospital is enormous, with over 500 children of varying disabilities. We, in our team, were allowed into 
various rooms within the hospital for certain hours Monday to Friday but not at other times. I helped in room 
3 with 22 children, some of whom were quite sick. They spent most of their days either sitting at small tables 
( with no play equipment visible) or lying in their cots. We took children individually out into a play room for 
one-to-one individual play sessions and to attempt to assess their capabilities and to have fun ! 

We were involved with meals at lunch time and 7 pm. I did work arround the kitchen and laundry. I travelled 
out to a very poor village in a lorry with the local Priest to help distribute food and clothes in a school. I met 
one young teacher who spoke a little English and we are going to write. 

The whole trip was amazing and | can hardly believe any of the experiances I had - however no doubt as 
the time goes by I will be able to offer more information.
